4. Family medical |eave. "Family medical leave" means |eave requested by an employee for:

A. Serious health condition of the employee;

B. The birth of the employee's child or the employee's domestic partner's child;

C. The placement of a child 16 years of age or less with the employee or with the employee's

domestic partner in connection with the adoption of the child by the employee or the employee's

domestic partner;

D. A child, domestic partner's child, parent, domestic partner or spouse with a serious health

condition; or

Sec. 2. 26 MRSA 8843, sub-87 isenacted to read:
7. Domestic partner. "Domestic partner" means the partner of an employee who:
. Isamentally competent adult asis the employee;
. Has been legally domiciled with the employee for at [east 12 months;
. Isnot legally married to or legally separated from another individual;
. Isthe sole partner of the employee and expects to remain so;
Is not asibling of the employee; and
Isjointly responsible with the employee for each other's common welfare as evidenced by joint
living arrangements, joint financial arrangements or joint ownership of real or personal property.
